BABIES ARE DYING 


FOR WANT OF MILK 


Declares Governor Len Small oi 


Illinois in Attack on Milk 


Distributors 


Hernington, 111., Sept. 1.—Gov. Len 


Small, addressing farmers gathered 
here at a barbecue today, declared 
babies were dying in Chicago for 
want of milk because the "great cor- 
porations which run the milk through 
a pasteurizing machine and deliver It 
to the consumer," are charging ex- 
tortionate prices. 


The governor did not refer directly 


to hlH recent indictment, confining 
his speech to a denunciation of the 
"cement trust, traction barons and 
milk profiteers." 
At one point he 


said: 


•Little did I realize what It would 


coat for a man who had been elected 
lo a public office to oppose the profit- 
eering of the great cement trust.'" 


"Tho farmer cannot and will not 


produce bin products at less than pre- 
war prices and pay two or three or 
four times pre-war prices for every- 
thing which he has to buy," the gov- 
ernor said.

•hen while rounding the last bend be- 
ore entering the home stretch and 


at a fast clip In a a effort to 
nake uo ,the last quarter In 30 sec- 
nds, a big touring- oar suddenly loom- 
d up liefore him directly In his path 
vith Its engine dead. It was impos- 
ible to avoid a collision and the in- 
elligent animal responded with al- 
•noat human intelligence to "Whoa, 
Mack," spoken quickly but in kindly 
ones. The racer sagged back in the 
arness until the hopples ehaved the 
lair from his legs and until he fairly 
ltd upon his haunches Into the car. 


The horse'^ efforts to stop -sent the 
river's seat'down «i>on the track and 
vhen the animal thrust its forefeet 
upward to protect Itself aa best it 
ould, Mr. Stanford was thrown fo-r- 
,-ard and would have catapaulted ov- 
r the car had not liis head come in 
on tact with the head of the animal, 
t being IS hands high, and 
was 


hrown backward upon tho ground. 
Mr, Stanford, though suffering from 


upon his back near the base 


if the spine and upon his forehead, 
t Is hoped, escaped any permanent 
njury and was able to return to his 
ome Sast night.

uninjured. The 


horse behaved admirably and caused 
no trouble when freed front the car. 
He was found to have sustained a 
"ns and deep cut In the breast which 
necessitated nine sitches to close. Nat- 
urally he was lame and sore, though 
whether his racing days -were ended 
by the injury time a!one will tell. In 
any event he will be kept from the 
racks, undoubtedly tor the rest ot the 
season. If his condition permits he 
will be brought to the stables of his 
owner in this city today for care and. 
needless to say, every attention will 
)* given him. He was going fine this 
ieason and Jiad prospects of bis win- 
nings for hf» owner. The latter re- 
cently refused ft bonaftde offer of f 
000 for him. 


Mr. Stanford counts himself lucky 
hat he escaped with his life and re- 
oices also that none of the occupants 
of the car were Injured, though re- 


retting the injury to so valuable an 
ntmal. He did not learn ti.e name 


of the owner of the car, but waa told 
hat it was owned and driven by a 
wholesale grocer of that city, who was 
one of the Judges in the race in which 
Silky Mack was about to start. 


The accident should be a warning 


:o fair managements everywhere as 
o the necessity of keeping all vehicles 
off the track not only during heats but 
equally as well when 
drivers 
are 


'warming up" for events. It should 
be stated in justice to the Oneonta 
'air management that it is very par- 
ticular about permitting vehicles of 
any kind other than horses ^actually 
n races, upon ifo track. The wisdom 
of this strictness laevidenced by Mr 
Stanford's experience. Other associa- 
tions cannot afford to tako any, chance 
of damage claims .by reason of similar 
accidents to that of Mr. Stanford.

SIMON KENTON, THE AMERI. 


CAN MA2EPPA 


Second only to the name'of Daniel 


Eoone—whose life he once saved—IB 
\rritten In the annals of Kentucky the 
name of Simon Eenton. Ken ton wag 
a Virginian who served as a scout In 
Lord Dunmore's war shortly before 
the outbreak of the Revolution and 
•who crossed over the mountains into 
the "Dark and Bloody Ground" of Ken- 
tucky in search of adventure. Bis ex- 
ploits there soon won for hlra the nn- 
dj-ine hatred of the Indians and no 
less than eight times he was captared 
by them and sentenced to death. 


In 1773 Kcnton with two compan- 


ions went'north into Ohio to spy upon 
a tribe at war with the whites. Whlla 
returning, they came upon a herd ot 
Indian horses. The Kentucklans re- 
solved to take some of the animals 
along as trophies of the successful ex- 
pedition. The Indians CjUtCKly dtscor- 
eted the tlicft nml overtook the scouta 
just befo_re they crossed the Ohio 
river. 


One of the Kentucklans was klllefi, 


another escaped but Kenton was taken 
prisoner, 


"You. steal Injun hoss?" they taunt- 


od him. "All right, we give you ride 
on him!" 


So they tied the scout on a wild 


young horse and set it free In the for- 
est. He finally was taken from the 
horse's bnctc more dead than altve. 


At the Orst village the Indians 


reached, they coDderaned the scout to 
run the gantlet. When the signal was 
given, Kenton sprang through the line 
ot warriors, armed with clubs and 
hatcliets. and reached the council 
house, his goal, almost untouched. 
Near' Zanesficld 
preparations were 


made to bum htm at the stake, but the 
arrival of Simon Girty, the "white 
renegade," who recognized Kenton as 
an old friend, saved him. 


His freedom was short-lived. Thr.ee 


weeks Inter the Indians again voted 
to put him to Oenth. Again he was 
saved by a ftlend—Chief Logan, the 
noted orator of th%,Cayugas. When, 
the Sandsfcy towns were reached, the 
Indians held a council and once more 
decreed the death penalty. Kcnton 
was tied to the stake. Just as the 
torch was being applied, a British of- 
ficer appeared and demanded the sur- 
render of their prisoner to his com- 
mander flt Detroit. 


Kenton was kept captive In Detroit 


nntll 1779, when through the aid of an 
Indian trader's wife he escaped to 
Kentucky where he died in 1830.
